Applicants appreciate the finding of the pending claims to be allowable. Applicants 
assume that, pursuant to M.P.E.P. § 1302.14, the Examiner has stated some, but not all, of the 
reasons for allowance of the claims and that, as a result, the Examiner's statement does 
not necessarily relate to or completely set out the reasons for allowance of each and every claim.
